We have watch- 
ed the Viirious steps the board has 
l.tkeii in its ollieial capacity to re- 
ad jiisl matters here and there iiiid 
were i>erfeclly cooni/.;int of the 
actions of the legislature and the 
consequent curtailing of expenses 
by the Hoard of Control. The 
Hii.'ird may have been right in its 
iiilreiichnient,s, but it was by far 
too severe, for by so doing a num- 
ber of the most c:ip;ible instructors 
were eithiM' removt^d or viNlnntarily 
resigned, ,iiid Iht^ir plivccs tilled by 
inexperienced hands. We con- 
veyed the impressions that when 
the Board increased the wages of 
the employes it was with the in- 
tention to increase the .salaries of 
the teachers in the lU'ar future, as 
it Wits determined to place the in- 
stitutions on a high(>r pl.ine of ef- 
fu'iency by thus being al>le to se- 
cure more reliable and experienced 
help. 

What <>lse will " Occa.sional " 
tind fault with ? We will cite an 
inslance where he is called down 
by the Imficdlor. " Occasional, " 
lik«> a great many other people, 
never sloj>ped lo lliluK or to luves- 
1 i^aie me faor,*; in order to givi> re- 
liable news, but conveyed tht> im- 
pression that .lames .leltei, it I'olor- 
ed deivf-mute was run over and 
killed while walking on the rail- 
road track near Centerville. The 
Inilicitfor, being more interested in 
the matter, made investigations 
and found out that insteail of be- 
ing killeil as reported by " Oc- 
casioiiiil," he wa.s a very live coriise, 
as he was then living at the ex- 
pense of the county for some mis- 
deed committed.

TlieH«( 
oases do not include j»er.sonH who 
ll ' «• either been born deaf or have 
!,( I oine Hty in early life, Hf» that the 
[MiHKibility of a cure is hardly 
thought of. Says Professor Urban- 
(whilseh (in the Dfiutmhe Eevue): 

"The fjuestion now arises whe- 
ther there is not some ineans, in all 
tliew! eases of deafness, by which 
tlie fM>wer of hearing can be worked 
upon so as l<> leml to its improve- 
ment. It is well known that 
uicllKHlieal exereis«» of the tusly 
and fre<pient mast»aK" exert a 
favorable influence on certjiin 
nervous «liseas«is, and from this 
came the thought that in a similar 
manner d<-fcctive hearing; nn>;lit be 
improved b>' means of systematic 
ear exercise — a sort of jwouslic 
iryuinasfies. This idea was ex- 
[>r«'ss<'d by Arehi>fenes as early as 
th" first century, and more recently 
Krnaiid (I7'il)' and Ilarb (1H(»5!) 
demonstrated that exercises for the 
hearinc minht have a j^ood in- 
lliici:ce in the ease of deaf-miileH. 
In IMt.'i WolfT deserilwd a very 
merilfirifius melho<l by means of 
whieh partially deaf-mute children 
were instruel«^i both in speaking 
and in hearing..-. In Amciica

"In iSKk I ha<] under my charge 
a deaf \K>y who eouhl «»nly le-ar 
and understand f»ne vowel shout«'d 
loudly iid«> his ear. By means <»f 
syst^'inatie exercises for the hear- 
int;, which were continued for 
some months, a jjreat im|»rovement 
M.iM made, so that gradually the 
boy eould iinilerstand wr)rds and 
short scnlen<'es whieh were «|»okeii 
lou<ll> into his ear, an<l eould 
re|M!at. them correctly. The ex- 
enfisfts were continued l\v a re- 
lative of the d««af-mnle sf) that in 
two years the improvemetit in his 
hearin<i was so jfreat that the boy 
fffnild lieai s«!ntenees when S|s>kcii 
loudly, only two steps away, and 
was in a eon«1ition to re«-eive 
ordinary s<;hool instruelif)n.

Some years ago the commercial 
world was taken aghast by the an- 
nouncement that a certain .scien- 
tific man could fietually split a 
bank note so exactly into lialvcH 
that it was impossible to distin- 
guish the s«'parale jiieces of paper 
from genuine notes. 

The authorities of the Hank of 
F.ngland took alarm, for it appear- 
ed that this invention would speed- 
ily open the way to a new kind <»f 
fraud. The imitati<4n of the en- 
graved plate, hfiwevf^r well pei- 
formed, was always discoverable 
by experienced eyes, and he must 
be a goofi former indeed who could 
prepare the paper on which the 
plate was piinted so as Ut imitate 
the peculiar water mark on the 
Hank of Kngland notes with any- 
thing like success. Miil here was 
a discovery whi«'h set at naught 
the precfiutions of paper makr-rs, 
I'ligravers and jirinters. 

It Was really n serious matter. 
A long corresponrlence ensued be- 
twieri the proprietor of the wi-cret 
and the officials of the bank, the 
former asking a larg/; sum of nioii'

Paragrajihs began to appear in 
the newsjiapers, and public atten- 
tion was drawn to what seemed a 
very extraordinary f.act that the 
thin tissue paper of vOiieh a bank 
note is composed cfiuld rcall3' be 
divirled int<) two leaves It be- 
came neces.sary to <^st the triifli of 
this remarkable discovery, find so 
it was firranged that trial should 
be made with an actual note of the 
Hfink of Kngland. 

Preliminaries were settled, and 

a note, properly markf'd, so I fiat 

it might be afterward identified, 

was submittefl to the in\eiitor. 

In the coui*s<f *»f t'.Vff or three diiys 

back came the note to the owufirs 

act iially split in two. It wasejiger- 

ly examin«;d, but in a little time 

the bank ofiifuals ceased to fefd finj 

alarm, and confldeiK;e in the coni- 

mureifil world Wfis quit :" 

Hi vnn-t I.I lit. iiiHi/ iiie Dfink iif>te 

was fromplcfely s|»lif, but it was al- 
so tru«; I liat on only one half of it 
was the printed impression suf- 
ficiently iilain f«) allosv fif its be- 
ing circulated. Aii.\' atti in]if to 
pass the other or back half of the 
note would, it was declared, be im- 
mediately detected. 

Still, file discovery w;is (uirious 
and might lead to disagreeable 
corisefpiences should any person 
attempt, to iru^rea.se his wealth by 
means of split b;irik notes. An- 
other kind of ink was therfifore 
orderfMi for the future to be used 
in the printing of the bank securi- 
ties, so that in case any one chose 
to try the experiment the fuie half 
would be left blank. 

The secr-ct, however-, did not 
long renuiin hidden from the world. 
Indeed, its very sim|di«Mty sociiis 
to have prevented its being dis- 
covererl by the clever men wlio felt 
so much anxiety almut it. 

Thf- nutthod of splitting the 
paper is just this : Two pieces of 
f-alifroare firmly glued to the sides 
of the piiper, leaving the ends of 
the (!alico loose, and the whole is 
perfefrtly dried. By a gffutle and 
efpiable pull on each side the paper 
is split completely in halves, one 
of which adhcr-(.s to the calico on 
one side find the other to the op- 
posite. 

The fa<;t that the adhesion be- 
tween the paper liiid the cloth is 
greater than that between the sur- 
fjwres of the jiaper to each other is 
the (;aus<; of this phenonieuon. 

Having now divided the jiaper, 
the two hfilves nmy be removed by 
dariip<;ning and mo loosening the 
glue between the caii(M> and the 
pa()er. What was once a great 
an<l pii/./.l ing secret is no longer in 
the po.ssesnion of one person. Thos«j 
happy individuals with bank uoU-s 
to spare may while fiway a winter 
evening in frying this oxperimenl.

He supplied 
iiK^ with a dead man's ear, and 
with this earl experimented, anil 
upon a|iplyiiig the appaialtis I 
fotind that the d<Mid man's ear 
wr'ote down lh<^ vibrations. 

" I arrived at the eonelusioii that 
if I eoirhl riiakt^ ii-on vibralti on a 
dead man's ear I could rnakt> an 
instrument rnou^ tielicate whirth 
would eiurse those vibrations to be 
heard and tiiiderslood. I thought 
if I Jilaced a d(dic/iti. piece of steel 
overall electric niagni>t I could gel 
a vibration, and thtiH the tele|ihone 
was completeil. 

" The Ifdephone Hi-ose from my 
atl)Mii|ils to le/ich Hit* deaf to s|ieak. 
II firose from my knowledge, not 
of electricity, but as a teacher of 
the deaf. Had I been an electrician 
I would not have attempted it."

The Twenty-first Convention of 
(Jranito State Deaf-Mute Mission 
iiK^t in Newjiort Saturday and Sun- 
day, September 2rl, '.M, according to 
the iiotfice. 

The first ses.Mi<ui was held with 
IV(\sident W. E. White, of Nashua, 
in the chair, in vestry of th<< Haji- 
tist Church, at 3 JMW., Saturday. 
Ill was opened with Rev. C. A. 
'Penny, the jiastor of this church. 
All address of welcome was given 
by lion. It'raiik V. I'owcdl, of that 
town, re|ilied U) in a pleasant 
niannei' by President White, after 
wliiidi he present (mI a. paper on read- 
ing, as follows : "Reading May be 
Carried on Silently or Aloud." 

Reading aloud, if done with caie 
may be helpful lo the voice and 
enunciation, but its chief value lies 
ill the fact thatr a iiumiier of listiui- 
ers may have the luMielit, and save 
a great deal of lime. 

Some families derive great pleas- 
\ire and protit from i'(>ading in this 
way, es|iecially during the loan 
winter nights when each one vvho is 
old enough reads in turn, while Mie 
olluu's listen. 

Deaf-mutes, however, are cut oil" 
from th)> beiielit of reading aloud, 
Initio most of them the »\yesight 
remains, and if tli(\y have been 
educated, the printed page cdiiveys 
the same information and pieasui<> 
that it does to the olJiius. 

l"'orthedeaf trO read with pleasure, 
it is ncces.sary that they should 
have a good uiiderslandiiig of tlio 
structure of seiiteiices and a know- 
ledge of tin* meaning of a large 
number of words. 

The uiiderslandiiig and know- 
ledge we obtain t^i a considerable 
extent at special schools, but we 
can all imjirove onrsidves after 
leaving si'liool by caiefiil stiid.>' of 
good modeUand iiy much practice 
ill wi itiiig, especially if some friends 
will lake the Iroiibh^ Id read what 
they have written and correct their 
iiiiMtakcs. In this way their eduea- 
lioii may be (Miiitiinueil all throii;,di 
life. (lood reading relines the 
taste, iiKU'cases the range of ex- 
pression, and best of all informs Ihe 
mind. With a good book liefore 
him, the reader ma.v take intii his 
mind the best thoughts of the best 
writei'N. Withont care, however, 
eviui reading may bccomii merely a 
mechanical atlair. The eyes sec 
lli(> wordf', but the Ihoiighls lliey 
are intended to convey remain un- 
perceivedaiid unappreciated 'Phis 
kind of ritading is of no valu(> 
whiitever. 'Po make leading elTec- 
tive, the niinil must be constructed 
upon the book that the writer's 

Ihoiights may enter the rsader's 
iiiiiiir 

A good way to make rending pro- 
fitable is to (dose tli(>book oceiision- 
ally and reliect on what we have 
read. 

Many deaf-mutes com|ilain that 
deafness is a great hindrance to Uw 
a(*i|uirenient of a good (coininand of 
language. It is a grave mistake, 
for it is not so, beijause deafness 
does not aniount to anything wliat- 
(>v(*r. lie that would (>xcel in any 
special liraneh of kiiowledg(>, must 
r(>a(l books that contain iiifornia- 
tion on that subject. (}en(>val reail- 
ing will not make a lawyer or fit a 
person for success in any professiiui, 
but he who reads a gr(>at deal b(>- 
cdincs familiar with the best forms 
of language, and gathers a large 
aniount of u.sid'ul iuforniatJou. 

Also deaf-mutiAs seem to think 
iliat healing is an easy way for a 
perfect uiiderslandiiig of composi- 
tion. I say no, for speaking is not 

n< sHarily always thi^ construction 

of seiileiices. I reimuiibci reading 
an editorial in the ISoston ll< nihl 
years ago commenting on collegiate 
education, to th(> elYt^cl that many 
hearing adults failed to pass ex- 
aniination to enter ('ollege for want 
of being familiar with a good com- 
mand of langiiag(>. The absence of 
one sense, /.<., hearing, which is a 
comparatively trilling niattei, does 
not necessarily deprive an unfortu- 
nate of his ability to form a habit 
of reailing. As a speaking jierson 
relies on hearing, we rely on sight, 
but stil! the hearing does not al- 
ways involve a perfect understand 
ing, as I have alreaily stateil that a 
geiKU'al reading will not make a 
lawyer or lit a jaU'son for success. 

It is true Ihat deaf-mules write 
by following signs, whi(Oi are not 
rendered in lli(> grammatical order 
of the language, for they talk toi^x- 
pr<(ss ideas which we collect in our 
niiiids. 

Above all things reading and 
writing are the only means for a 
d(-af-mute to acquire a command of 
language. A beginner in a deaf 
mute .school gets his information 
from woi (Is on slates written by a 
teacher, who is thoroughly versed 
with the sign language, and wonts 
sjielt on the l(>achei'M lingers, which 
the beginner inii(at>(>H, tluiH coni- 
iiK'Hciiig to form stuittuices. If the 
pupil makes good progress in his 
eilucation, hiwaii continue lo Im- 
prov(> it by a silent perusal after 
leaving schi^ol. 

YiMirs ago liookn wore considered 
the only education, but nowadays 
newspapers and niiiga/.ines almost 
without exception have coni(« into 
use ant siudi. Do not try to read 
papers abov(^ your compndiension 
for it will not benefit you, but 
always keep youiHulf well read on 
lopicH of the day. Keep yonrs(>lf 
in loiieli with the events of the day. 



R(>ading the daily papers and 
magazines keejis us in touch with 
the events of the day, and also 
makes us familiar with the lan- 
guage in which the fads are ex- 
]ires8ed, but a deaf-mute should 
pay attention to the way the seu- 
tiMiccs are constrncted, should 
iiKunorixe some of llieiii, and should 
fix IhiMii in mind by ]iraetice and 
reliect ion. If you can understand 
current literature I call you iiit(>l- 
ligent, even if you don't write very 
well.

Mayb(>iry, of Lowell, was a good 
man for the place, whereupon hot 
wonis passeil between him and Mr. 
White, when Mr. Deering, toint(>r- 
vene made a motion that Messrs 
h'risbee and Maylierry be elected 
as siudi.

Several minor business was trans- 
acted and resolutions of thanks
